the people, the states and the army, In which he aubounceshimself as the tntorpeier or the revolution
for tho world and for history. lie says:."Our banneris the constitution ol 1364, which recognizes end
giants to tho Venezuelans the right of Insurrectionif the public authority Interfere
with their prerogatives, their guarantees and liberties.'ihere prerogatives, these guarantees, these
liberties, all rtisiinncarcd wiih tho violation of the
two carmnai principles of the teucral republic; the
liberty or election. winch 13 tne sup: erne rmut ol Che
people, ana the autonomy of ttic States, which 13 uia
supreme guarantee of all liberty in tho confederation."llo theu proceeds to sliow how these have
been violated fit the various States by military occupationand invasion by tuo federal government and
by lutorici'duce on its part with the elections, lie
continues:.1"1'eaco Is impossible to-day with tlio
government ol the oligarchy of Venezuela." Ha
promises a restoration of wnat lias been lost.
Tho Venezuelan icdeiavion was simply a compact
between twenty ancient provinces which united
themselves under the conditions of the constitution
of 1864. According to article llrst the States were
pre existent to lite national organisation, and iu
consequence the re establishment ol locality belong*
to tliein. That being tne point of departure tor tne
new constitutional authority, llo announces bis intentionto convoke a Congress 01 plenipotentiaries
from ihe Slates, which, united in the capital of car.v
bobo, mmii decree when the next election shall tats
place, and nominal e the citizen who shall serve aa
provisional President. Uo expresses the hope that
this may bo accomplished wiinout tlio effusion of
blood, and assures "our enemies" that they nave
nothing 10 fear lrcm a liberal triumph, This is dated
at Headquarters, 111 San Felipe.
